‘WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—Recent 
Japanese mail advites received here give 
a description of the battle between the 
Japanese and Chinese at Sai Kao, in Which 
the Chinese are said to have fought with 
more courage and bravery than dt any other 
time during the-course of the war. The 
article describing the battle says: About 
15,000 well-trained and gallant soldiers be- 
longing to Li Hung Chang were stationed 
along the Russo-Chinese frontier on the 
bank of the Amoor River. When the fall 
of Kiuren Jo and Howo Jo into the hands 
of the last army corps were reported to the 
Peking Government Li Hung Chang ordered 
these soldiers to proceed against the invad- 
ing army. This order was intended to be 
kept a secret, but news of the movement 
reaching headquarters the commander of 
the First Army Corps was notified of the 
fact. A scouting party commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Tachimi was thereupon ordered 
to attack them while on the march. On 


the 30th ultimo they were encountered at 
Sai Kao, where a desperate battle ensued. 
Gen. Tachimi’s detachment withstocd them 
with eat difficulty, and only after very 
hard fighting were they able to overcome the 
enemy, who fled towards Keiko.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The attorneys for 
the Pacific railways will soon have the as- 
sistance of Sir Charles Rivers Wilson in 
opposing the pending McGuire bill. 

Sir Charles is an English magnate and 
financier who is opposed to the proposition 
to put the roads under Government control. 
He will leave for Washington to-morrow 
or next day and will consult with Sir Julien 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, the 
Pacific Railway committees of Congress 
and the attorneys of the interested roads. 

Gir Charles has just returned from the 
Pacific Coast, where he went in the interest 
of the English shareholders of the Central 
. Pacific company. The Britons hold $52,000,- 
000 of the stock and are anxious because of 
the bill introduced in the House by Repre- 
sentative MeGuire of California.

He Got $56 of Mrs. January’s Money— 
Took Both Money and Jewelry From 
Mrs. Hoppel—Says He Committed the 
Robberies Because He Needed the 
Money to Get to Kansas City. 


Albert Lincoln, a 20-year-old bellboy, who 
‘was employed at the Grand Avenue Hotel 
for the past three months, about 6 o’clock 
Friday evening compelled Mrs. Matthew 
V. Hoppel, an elderly guest of the same 
hostelry, to hand over $70 cash at the point 
of a revolver. The robbery was committed 
in Mrs, Hoppel’s room on the second floor, 
and young Lincoln, after receiving the 
money, let himself down to the street on 
the fire escape and Was captured an hour 
later at the Union Station, whither he went 
with the intention of taking the first train 
out for Kansas City, Mo. 

About an hour previous to the robbery of 
Mrs. Hoppel, young Lincoln sneaked into 
the apartments of Mrs. Jesse January, also 
a guest of the hotel, and going to a trunk 
where he had seen the lady place some 
money only a short while previous, he stole 
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BERT LINCOLN. 


$55. He had been to Mrs. January's room 
earlier in the day in order to get some 
change, and thus had an opportunity to see 
where she kept her cash. Lincoln now 
admits his guilt in both cases and is willing 
to take the punishment. It is probable, 
however, that there will not be any prosecu- 
tion. Mrs. Hoppel was considerably shocked 
by the conduct of; Lincoln and is said to be 
still suffering from the effects of the ex- 
citement. 

KOBBERY OF MRS. JAUARY’'S TRUNK. 

When brought before Chief Desmond at 
li a. m. Lincoln at first stated that he had 
robbed Mrs. Hoppel because he needed the 
money, and when questioned as to other 
thefts that he might have been implicated 
in he related to the police the facts in the 
robbery of Mrs. January's trunk. 

“I was going to Kansas City to try and 
get a position as beliboy in some hotel 
there,“ he said, and I was strapped. If I 
had any money of my own I would not have 
acted as I did. But being broke, and hear- 
ing bellboys talk about how they would 
coin money if they were working in my 
place, I guess I just took an idea into my 
head to make a big haul in one day and 
skip out at once from St. Louis. When I 
first came to St. Louis from Kansas City 
I was looking seedy and had no money. I 
was rooming with a bellboy named Pounds, 
who is now working in Kansas City, and 
he would not help me to get myself in shape 
to apply for a job. One day I just took 
some of his clothes, because he had a lot of 
them, ana+«went out, leaving a note ex- 
plaining that I would pay him back when I 
got some ney. I was green as a bellboy, 
and after I got a job at the Southern Hotel 


iI was discharged because I was inexperi- 


enced. Then I went to the Grand Avenue 
Hotel. I'am an orphan and haven't got a 
relative living. My home is in Kansas City. 
I thought I would go back home, and to do 
so thought also I owed it to myself as well 
as Pounds to pay him for the clothes I 
took. This was one reason I took the 
chance of robbery. I intended to give 
Pounds 96, anyhow. 
NEEDED THE MONEY. 

“The revolver with which I held up Mrs. 
Hoppei I did not buy for the purpose. I 
just took it because it was cheap, and I 
thought I would like to have one.. People 
may think I did this dirty work because I 
have been reading dime novels and Bill 
Cook’s doings, but this is not so. I simply 
thought I needed the money to go to Kansas 
City. I have no bad habits of any kind, and 
there is one thing I wigh to say, and that 
is that there was nobody implicated with 
me in the theft and robbery.“

A remarkable case is that of Juror 
Julius Clayton, imprisoned in Chieago by 
a Federal Judge because as a juror he 
could not conscientiously return a ver- 
dict for a railroad company whose en- 
gine had run over Miss Maria Cahill, 
causing the loss of both her legs. 

In his charge the Judge said to the jury: 
“You can under the law do nothing but 
find for the defendant. The Court 
charges you to find for the defendant.”’ 
Then Julius Clayton, a gray-haired, 
handsome member of the jury, arose and 
said slowly and distinctly: Tour honor, 
I cannot render such a verdiet.“ Then 
J won't find for the 
defendant,” and Nor I,” and Nor I,” 
came from other jurors. At this the 
Judge’s wrath exploded, and he ordered 
the jury back, telling them to return such 
a verdict as they should see fit. After 
full consideration the jury resolved to 
return a verdict of $23,796.66 damages, 
but when they. came into court and the 
first juryman called answered that a ver- 
dict had been found for the plaintiff, 
the Judge declared that they could not 
find that way—they would be all liable 
to contempt if they refused to obey the 
directions of the Court. Accordingly, 
under protest, the jury—all but henest 
Juror Clayton—found a verdict for the 
railroad, 

All that the Judge could say did not 
move Clayton from his conscientious re- 
solve. He was sent to prison, and even 
his son could not persuade him to alter 
his determination. 

Laymen will wonder, perhaps, why a 
jury is neccessary if cases are to be de- 
cided wholly by a Judge. In this case 
every juror was perfectly satisfied that 
justice demanded a verdict for the 
maimed girl, yet so far as rendering 
that sort of a verdict went; there may 
as well have been no jury at all. Its own 
conscientious opinion counted for nothing 
against that of the Judge.

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THE BRIBERY BILL. 


Representative Julian’s bribery bill has 
one grave fault in that it unconditionally 
repeals all laws providing for the pun- 
ishment of members of the Legislature 
guilty of taking bribes. Should this bill 
become law the corrupt legislator would 
be secure from punishment and there 
would be no inducement for him to give 
information of bribery. On the contrary, 
being safe under any circumstances, re- 
gard for his reputation would prompt a 
corrupt member to keep silent. : 

The bill should provide that immunity 
from punishment shall be contingent upon 
giving information of the bribery and 
testifying against the bribers. Severe 
penalties should be prescribed for bribed 
legislators who fail to give information 
of the crime. It might be well also to 
add a fine to the penalty inflicted upon 
those who attempt bribery and make a 
part of the fine @ reward for the in- 
formers. 

Apart from these weaknesses, the pro- 
posed measure is good. Especially com- 
mendable is the plan of mitigdting the 
punishment of the lobbyists and agents 
in order to reach the real principals who 
supply the money and reap the greater 
benefits of corrupt practices. These men 
are the prime sources of corruption and 
their punishment is demanded by justice 
and the public Welfare.

Aside from the interest 
the bills have to the two Territories, there is 
wide general interest in the effect their pass- 
age would have in assuring four additional 
Senators to the upper branch of Congress. 
Delegate Joseph of New Mexico, who has
